Dear Councilmember Mike Bonin, 

I have been a vacation rental owner in the city of Los Angeles, and my short-term rental has been incredibly important to 
my livelihood. My short-term rental allowed me to save for my retirement, improve my property and pay the mortgage. 
Moreover, the cafes, retail shops, restaurants, transit companies and tourist attractions in my neighborhood benefit 
greatly from the spending of vacationing families staying in short-term rentals. 

Whole home vacation rentals are often more affordable accommodations, particularly for traveling families. For example, I 
have had large families stay in my short-term rental who want to be able to stay under one roof and make a home-cooked 
meal, while ensuring parents and children have all of the space and amenities they need during their stay. Further, many 
travelers would spend their money elsewhere if vacation rentals are not an option in Los Angeles, which would be harmful 
to the local businesses that depend on these travelers returning year after year. 

Further, my home is a four bedroom, three bath structure and rents out for about $9,000 a month. It's previous use as a 
short term rental could not have deprived any person of an "affordable" unit to rent. Since I discontinued its use for short 
term rentals it has not become "affordable housing" by any definition of that term. 

I value and enjoy the neighborhood that I live in, and I carefully screened prospective renters to avoid uses (such as 
fraternity reunions) which might be problematic for my neighbors (or myself, since I live on-site). I find the other short-term 
rental owners who live nearby to be similarly responsible. 

Whole home vacation rentals should be treated just the same as other lodging options in the city, and I support common- 
sense solutions such as taxation, compliance and registration, which will codify the great benefits that vacation rentals 
bring to Los Angeles. 

I would urge the City to allow 365 day rental per year of a person's primary residence as well as year long rental of an 
accessory dwelling unit (or duplex unit) located on the same parcel.

Now that 
the problem has been ignored, it has clearly grown out of control and EXTREMELY dangerous. Nothing new to see here -Just the same old problem!!!!!! 

There is nothing, absolutely nothing positive or beneficial for the residents of Grand and surrounding streets to have this encampment here. Zero. Nada. These people are bike thieves. 
They are loud and unruly. Most of them are wasted. They have dangerous animals that are rarely under control. They are shitting in my yard. We have to listen to them fight and party 
all day and night long.

This is usually less power than folks often which 
their municipal government has in this arena because the City has lost a slew of legal battles in which the ACLU and others have successfully 
contested more restrictive laws in court.

I agree with Jack. There are probably many things 30 of us won’t agree on, but we do all agree we need to 
make the neighborhood safe, so let’s do that! I think Mark’s knowledge of the law is very valuable, and I 
would like to see the police follow the law, get the campers up at 6AM, wash the streets each week, arrest 
the lawbreakers, and make the neighborhood suitable for the children (and adults) who live here. I 
understand the sanitation department does the washing, not the police, but how do we make that happen 
each week, instead of every three months? The street is filthy and dangerous, making it hard for Ken to 
help keep the street safe and clean, which we appreciate him doing as a volunteer! 


It’s not really that much to ask for, given that we are willing to chip in on the cost of posting signs and 
cleaning, and we pay extra taxes ($350M per year across Los Angeles) to solve the drug and mental illness 
problems of these people. It is not unkind to insist they stay in the lodging our government has available to 
them for free. 


It should not require a disaster for our government to act, and from what we have seen across the street, 
and now on our properties, it’s clear one or more disasters is looming. 



















The police have been very responsive most of the time, and certainly on these emails. I’m disappointed 
that Mike Bonin has yet to personally send us one email saying “I hear you”, and his representative Taylor 
Bazley has replied only a couple of times, mostly to tell us what he cannot do, rather than what he can do. 
Taylor, how about another power cleaning this week? Meanwhile, since Mike Bonin now has our emails, we 
get nice little reports about all he is doing for the community, and even a Christmas card, but no action on 
what matters. I truly can t think of a better way to fire up your constituents against you.

I understand the 
sanitation department does the washing, not the police, but how do we make that happen 
each week, instead of every three months? The street is filthy and dangerous, making it 
hard for Ken to help keep the street safe and clean, which we appreciate him doing as a 
volunteer! 

It's not really that much to ask for, given that we are willing to chip in on the cost of 
posting signs and cleaning, and we pay extra taxes ($350M per year across Los Angeles) to 
solve the drug and mental illness problems of these people. It is not unkind to insist they 
stay in the lodging our government has available to them for free. 

It should not require a disaster for our government to act, and from what we have seen 
across the street, and now on our properties, it's clear one or more disasters is looming. 

The police have been very responsive most of the time, and certainly on these emails. I'm 
disappointed that Mike Bonin has yet to personally send us one email saying "I hear you", 
and his representative Taylor Bazley has replied only a couple of times, mostly to tell us 
what he cannot do, rather than what he can do. Taylor, how about another power cleaning 
this week? Meanwhile, since Mike Bonin now has our emails, we get nice little reports 
about all he is doing for the community, and even a Christmas card, but no action on what 
matters. I truly can't think of a better way to fire up your constituents against you.

Captain Roberts, there is one small change in police practice that might make a considerable difference on Grand. I 
would appreciate if you would respond to explain your department's posture regarding this enforcement mechanism. 

One of your officers told me some years ago in regards to the extensive encampments on 3rd Street and also at the end 
of some walk streets that in response to calls your department certainly can show up at 6 a.m. or 6:30 am and tell the 
campers that they must leave and that they cannot lie, sit or sleep after 6 am. He then advised me that the LAPD can 
come back half an hour later and in the instances of those who have not left they can be cited under city code. Further, he 
advised me that the City Attorney, after two or three cites, can go to court and get a stay away order. I believe that the law 
has not changed in this regard. My question is why are your officers not citing those who will not leave after 6 a.m. and 
after they have been warned that they must leave?Daily enforcement of this rule will make Grand a much less attractive 
camping spot and I would predict it will lead to the campers leaving for areas where they receive less attention.

Hi Nat, 

Earlier today (5PM) I took this photo from a back window of a mini-van on the way to an Open 
House at Grandview Elementary. 

I've lived in my apartment building on Beethoven north of Palms for 20 years. Beethoven has 
always been a north/south corridor 

with traffic flowing one direction north in the morning and south in the evening during rush hours. In 
the past there has been little traffic on Palms making it possible for residence to use this east/west 
street to get to their destination in a mostly direct route. 

Since the Road Diet, in addition to the usual directional rush hour traffic on Beethoven, Palms 
Blvd is bumper to bumper both 

directions because motorist-are avoiding Venice Blvd and using other east/west streets. Traffic 
has not been reduced—it's now 

just showing up in other places. Almost every car at 5pm was one person per car. We were about 
the only exception with 4 adults 

and 2 kids on the way to 2 different elementary school Open Houses. 

You can ask any hydrologist at the DWP—water (and motorist) will take the path of least 
resistance. Now there are phone apps that 

will guide motorists on a circuitous route through small residential streets in order to get them to 
their destination 2 minutes sooner. 

The motorists in this photo have been using Palms Blvd. for months now and bring increased 
pollution into the living rooms of residential homes. Didn't we just fight Santa Monica to close their 
airport because of the pollution and noise in our residential neighborhoods! These drivers in the 
that photo are habitual cut-through motorists and will not return to Venice Blvd and will continue 
to infiltrate small residential streets until they can see green lines on their phone apps that Venice 
Blvd is drive-able once again. 

The way for this to happen is to make Venice Blvd. the path of lease resistance, take the pressure 
off the small neighborhood street and make the "Hidden" (Not Protected) bike path visible again 
and bring back Venice Blvd. to it's full flowing capacity.

It was nice meeting you and all the LADOT staff. I hope the concerns of the residence have been heard. 

I have a suggestion to relieve some of the traffic congestion on Centinela at Venice Blvd. "No 
Parking during Rush Hours" 

—In the morning from 7am to 10am on Centinela Ave. from the T intersetion of Matteson Ave 
(Centinela Feed and Pet Supplies) northbound to Venice Blvd. In front of the Coffee Connection. 

—In the afternoon from 3pm to 6pm on Centinela Ave. from T intersection McCune Ave 
southbound to Venice Blvd. 

This would free up those parking lanes for traffic during rush hours and enable people who 
wish to turn right to not have to wait in a long line and back up traffic even further. 

That said, all of these costly incremental patchwork of changes are not addressing the real 
issue. That is—-it's just driving more and more traffic onto the side streets and now they are 
feeling the brunt of the "experiment" on Venice Blvd. There are at least four schools off Venice 
Blvd. and parents with kids and groceries are not going to ride bikes. I hope the DOT really 
listened to the concerns you heard from the people who live here. Regrettably I have to deal 
with this mess on Venice almost daily as I get my mail there. I use to be a regular customer at 
Dick's hardware on Venice. They have a small parking lot in the back that's difficult to back out 
of and so I use to park on the street and load my car with supplies. With bikes now riding 
between the curb and cars I have no place to put my supplies while I load my trunk. So I don't go 
there anymore and I told them why—they have other customers they've lost because of that. I 
now use Lincoln Hardware even though it's further and out of my way. Other businesses are 
dying a slow death.

Earlier today (5PM) I took this photo from a back window of a mini-van on the way to an Open 
House at Grandview Elementary. 

I've lived in my apartment building on Beethoven north of Palms for 20 years. Beethoven has 
always been a north/south corridor 

with traffic flowing one direction north in the morning and south in the evening during rush hours. In 
the past there has been little traffic on Palms making it possible for residence to use this east/west 
street to get to their destination in a mostly direct route. 

Since the Road Diet, in addition to the usual directional rush hour traffic on Beethoven, Palms 
Blvd is bumper to bumper both 

directions because motorist—are avoiding Venice Blvd and using other east/west streets. Traffic 
has not been reduced--it's now 

just showing up in other places. Almost every car at 5pm was one person per car. We were about 
the only exception with 4 adults 

and 2 kids on the way to 2 different elementary school Open Houses. 

You can ask any hydrologist at the DWP—water (and motorist) will take the path of least 
resistance. Now there are phone apps that 

will guide motorists on a circuitous route through small residential streets in order to get them to 
their destination 2 minutes sooner. 

The motorists in this photo have been using Palms Blvd. for months now and bring increased 
pollution into the living rooms of residential homes. Didn't we just fight Santa Monica to close their 
airport because of the pollution and noise in our residential neighborhoods! These drivers in the 
that photo are habitual cut-through motorists and will not return to Venice Blvd and will continue 
to infiltrate small residential streets until they can see green lines on their phone apps that Venice 
Blvd is drive-able once again. 

The way for this to happen is to make Venice Blvd. the path of lease resistance, take the pressure 
off the small neighborhood street and make the "Hidden" (Not Protected) bike path visible again 
and bring back Venice Blvd. to it's full flowing capacity.

Now that the speed surveys are complete, the LAPD can enforce speed 
limits on 825 miles of city streets, including many in the San Fernando 
Valley. Enforceable speed limits are now in place across 98 percent of the 
High Injury Network, LA streets where a higher number of severe and fatal 
traffic collisions occur. The City Council allocated an additional $1.5 in LAPD 
overtime funds to enforce the new limits. 


In all, nearly 70 percent of our city streets now have enforceable speed 
limits, with the rest of the speed surveys scheduled to be updated soon. For 
the majority of the streets, the speed limits did not change; however, 26 
streets will have their speed limits increased and 45 streets will have them 
decreased. Whether a street's speed limit goes up, down or stays the same 
is entirely a function of state law and something over which the City of Los 
Angeles has no discretion. 


Like most of you, I would prefer local governments to have more control 
over what the maximum speed should be on our neighborhood streets. This 
is something I have fought for since my days as a State Assemblymember 
in Sacramento because decreases in speed generally lead to a fewer fatal 
collisions. But as much as I believe drivers should be forced to slow down, I 
also believe that vigorous enforcement of posted speed limits works. 

In addition, there are other measures we employ to lower the speed of 
vehicles traveling on East Valley streets. The city has reinstated the Speed 
Hump program and deployed other traffic calming measures that have been 
effective in some communities, including narrowing streets by constructing 
medians or planters. In the coming years, I will push to ensure that Vision 
Zero funds continue to be used to bring our communities even more 
thoughtful solutions that effectively reduce traffic collisions.

Please save the Ficus Trees on the 1200 Block of N Cherokee Ave 
Date: 10/25/18 

I am writing to ask you to reconsider destroying the beautiful and essential mature ficus trees on N Cherokee Ave in 
Hollywood. The sidewalks are a valid concern, but not the only one. That the City will take the most extreme course of 
destroying the trees is very worrisome. The fact that the Public Works Department has decided to destroy 19 trees when 
fewer than halfare interferin g in any major wav with their adjacent sidewalks savs a lot. 

I don't believe careful consideration or actual community concern has gone into the decision to destroy all of these trees. 

To com pl y with sidewalk ADA standards Federal Law only requires that they be 36 Inches wide. L.A. Countv and 
Cit y g o further , requiring 48 inches. These sidewalks are now 60 inches or 5 feet wide. There is space to work with 
and there are many solutions, including: slanting sidewalk segments - which can fit into ADA guidelines; tree roots can 
be ramped over rather than removing them, also compatible with ADA guidelines; asphalt can be used instead of cement 
in some places - which has already been done sometime in the past on this street. Asphalt does not need time to cure 
like cement so it can be used almost immediately; thinner sidewalks of concrete reinforced with rebar - the roots are 
prevented from doing damage because several concrete slabs would need to be lifted at once; planter boxes around 
trees - again acceptable within ADA guidelines; enlarging the tree pits (ADA OK) - they can be filled with grass, other 
native plants which can cohabitate with ficus, gravel, mulch, or other ground cover.- the roots get more room and the 
permeability increases rainwater to them, and barriers or fencing around these lager or the original tree pits can enhance 
safety; edges of lifted panels can be beveled to remove trip hazards; roots can expand more safely when new concrete 
gets a layer of pea gravel under it;... and on and on. 

These trees are healthy. As I've said, fewer than half are interfering with their adjacent sidewalks in any significant way. 

The others either present no problems at all or just need to have their minor sidewalk slants within the required 48 inches 
attended to. Street Services or Forestry is going way overboard with their incredible and unnecessary plans. Each tree 
needs to gej sane , individual attention. There is a sensible solution for each sidewalk situation. These other methods 
certainly will not cost as much or be as disturbing (to traffic, with noise, to people's feelings ... not to mention to the trees 
themselves!) as hacking up 19 large trees, dealing with the stumps and with the roots remaining, and then hauling it all 
away, replanting, and fixing the sidewalks (anyway). Planting new trees does not excuse the crime, and will not mitigate 
even a few of the environmental and social effects for decades. 

Indian Laurel is one of the most beneficial tree species year-round. They've been a boon to this neighborhood for 
decades. They've mitigated greenhouse emissions - physically intercepting particulate matter and absorbing gasses 
through their leaves, and they've provided shade from the sun and buffered the wind and noise for people and 
residences. The air has been better near and under them, they've increased property values, and they've provided year¬ 
long protective habitat and food for wildlife. These trees have also slowed and reduced runoff, increased ground water 
retention, and allowed residents to use less electricity. Sidewalks occasionally need to be repaired, but the cost is more 
than repaid by the benefits provided by large trees. 

These trees are especially valuable public property. They're unusual assets in that they increase in value and increase 
the value of things around them over time. Allot more very serious consideration needs to go into their destruction. 

Perhaps the City of Los Angeles needs to come up with emergency, special or urgent project funds to catch up with 
overdue tending to sidewalks all over town, but spending a lot more money and time to destroy trees city-wide as each 


crisis arises is very harmful to the best interests of L.A. residents and wildlife - not sensible or moral government. 

I used to live on Cherokee Ave not far from these trees. In this high traffic, congested, cemented-over area with terribly 
polluted air, especially in the Summer and Fall, these trees and others like them made living there bearable. They 
shielded me from the smog and dust and noise that vehicles were creating. For someone on public transportation these 
trees were significant protection for me from rain and wind and scorching sun. And, of course, their beauty provided 
respite from the surrounding city. 

It s too drastic a procedure to use in the repair of sidewalks - hacking up 19 contributing, invaluable life forms just at the 
time in their lives when they are providing the greatest benefit to the city, when they are mature. If a person had provided 
a very small fraction of these major protections and services for decades they would be getting tremendous community 
appreciation and numerous awards. We would recognize them. 

Finally, most of these trees are growing into an allee arching over Cherokee Ave. They've become an important, even 
defining architectural feature unifying the neighborhood. This distinctive growth pattern is proven to provide a 
psychologically beneficial ambience. I can guarantee that some nearby residents moved in largely because of, and stay 
for, these trees. Social benefits of trees, especially in this growth pattern, go beyond enjoying their beauty. Humans feel 
a calming effect from being near trees like these. The serenity we feel can significantly reduce stress, fatigue, and even 
decrease recovery time from surgery and illness. Green space of this kind can also help lower the level of crime within 
urban environments. People drive more slowly and safely under large trees - in part because they channel lateral vision. 
And crime rates are also lower in areas just near them. The quality of life is increased for residents within a community 
by the wildlife and other natural elements trees bring in - and this is a completely residential street. 

But these residents are mostly renters. They have little to no private green space. Are they getting the same 
consideration as more affluent property owners in other neighborhoods would be getting? 

Again, please spare these trees. Take them seriously and work around them.

Gentlemen, 

Previously I have spoken up for your Bridge Housing plan, as have many of my neighbors on Park Avenue in Venice. I 
have done so privately and publicly. I took the mic voicing my support at the Venice Town Hall Meeting, and have written 
compliments to you afterwards. I received an update on the slow process of removing the barricade. Two days ago I 
returned from a trip to see an unprecedented decay in the situation at the west end of the block. It has all the hallmarks of 
a permanent encampment. 

(A note of sarcasm: in a Swiftian sense, there is now no need to move the barrier wall — the bodies and detritus of the 
campers are sufficient to block the vehicle of any maniac intent on mayhem. Just joking, tear down the wall.) 

You are making it virtually impossible to have us, the governed, believe that you are competent to deliver the services you 
have proposed for the MTA site. It is with great reluctance that I write this. Perhaps there is truth in the adage that ‘the 
worst kind of conservative is a liberal that has been mugged.’ It is beginning to feel like you are the muggers. 

Some suggestions: 

1. Explain why Brooks, a thoroughfare, one block south, has no campers. What is being done right on that street? 

2. Selective street cleaning three or four times a week at least on a trial basis. You have expressed concern about the site 
as a thoroughfare, post signs, use hose and brush trucks as you would for street cleaning. 

3. Apply lessons learned on the recent Beach encampment clearance. 

4. Do not play us as patsies. Have something successful to demonstrate your competence, and do it soon. A long term 
plan is admirable, but the City government needs our support now, do not lose any more of it. 

5. Is there a role for defensive architecture such as city maintained rock gardens or planters on streets and right-of-ways? 
The City can do this under the rubric of street beautification. Venice Boulevard has fine examples near the DWP facility 
east of Fairfax. Define publicly the limits of what private citizens can do without being cited for code violations or civil 
action. 

6.1s there a role for the Olympic Committee? Surely no one wants a "Mexico City Solution.” Time is racing, and current 
events do not augur well for a strong finish. 

7. Can able bodied homeless be rewarded for engaging in a street sweeping program? The use of a shower and laundry 
facility at the lifeguard center after working is a thought. 

8. Talk to us about how to best civilly engage the ACLU and other advocacy groups. Personally I have a been contributor 
for years. What can you advise. 

Meanwhile, I will continue to with the work of the VNC and Community Housing. I know that your task is hard, but locally it 
has failed.

That work has paid off: just 
this week, LAPD assigned 
12 more officers to the 11th 
District -- and more will be 
added over the next few 
months. 



I am very grateful to Chief Charlie Beck for making these assignments, which 
will help make our neighborhoods safer, curtail crime, and improve response 
times. The new resources are already making a difference. LAPD tells me that 
the extra cops helped its Pacific Area bust a prolific car burglary ring this week. 

For too long, fewer and fewer cops were assigned to patrol our neighborhoods, 
and far too many people were telling me that they rarely saw a patrol car in 
their neck of the woods. It was the result of a decades-long trend of de¬ 
emphasizing basic neighborhood policing in favor of specialized details and 
elite crime suppression units. Now, as my colleague Joe Buscaino and I 
proposed in our !Back to Basic Car” pjan, the LAPD is moving officers from 
specialized details and into our neighborhoods, and hiring more civilians so 
well-trained and able-bodied officers can move from desk duty to neighborhood 
patrols and community policing. 






This is an excellent example of the good that can come from neighbors working 
together to move Los Angeles forward, do good and get things done for our 
neighborhoods. Thank you to the hundreds of people who signed petitions in 
support of our “Back to Basic Car” program, and who joined us to call on LAPD 
to increase the presence of officers in our neighborhoods. 

There is still work to be done, but I wanted to make sure to share this exciting 
new with you.

I live on Moore St. and Palms in Mar Vista. I'm sorry to bother you with a complaint but the issue of street repair is 
exhausting and extremely frustrating in our neighborhood. 

Over the last four years our street, meaning the 2 blocks of Moore from Palms up, has been unnecessary repaved at 
least 3 times. Meanwhile, it took 4 years of asking, begging, requesting, pleading complaining to the city before they 
repaired the very necessary and dangerous portion of our block (between Rose and Halderman), where the tree roots 
were turning the street into a one lane road, forcing head on traffic and near collisions daily. The alley behind Moore St. at 
Palms Desperately needs to be redone completely. It is dangerous to drive on. It has been repaired only one time in the 
almost eight years that I've lived here. And it wasn’t the complete stretch of alley and the potholes that were repaired all 
need work again.

A few my neighbors and I have noticed a scary trend through the past few months where there wiil be a group of 20+ 
adolescent aged (~early 20s) roaming up/down Palms Blvd at night vandalizing and trespassing. The two times I have 
been home to witness this occurring were both on Friday nights, the most recent time was last night. Robert Cutrow, a 
neighbor of ours Mar Vista, had a stone thrown through his window at 2am which is likely related. 

The first group I witnessed climbed over my neighbor's fence off Palms Blvd. and Redwood Ave. and pounded their 
fists on my neighbor’s door then ran off. There were at least 20 persons in the group while this happened and that’s all I 
could see other than them throwing a football at each other while consuming all of Palms Blvd. late on a Friday. 

I called the LAPD non emergency hotline the first time I witnessed this a few months ago but I was put on hold for 15 
minutes, at which point they had marched eastbound on Palms Blvd. and I didn't see any police presence at any time 
after the call.

These drivers in the 
that photo are habitual cut-through motorists and will not return to Venice Blvd and will continue 
to infiltrate small residential streets until they can see green lines on their phone apps that Venice 
Blvd is drive-able once again.

Hi Nat, 

It was nice meeting you and all the LADOT staff. I hope the concerns of the residence have been heard. 

I have a suggestion to relieve some of the traffic congestion on Centinela at Venice Blvd. "No 
Parking during Rush Hours” 

—In the morning from 7am to 10am on Centinela Ave. from the T intersetion of Matteson Ave 
(Centinela Feed and Pet Supplies) northbound to Venice Blvd. In front of the Coffee Connection. 

—In the afternoon from 3pm to 6pm on Centinela Ave. from T intersection McCune Ave 
southbound to Venice Blvd. 

This would free up those parking lanes for traffic during rush hours and enable people who 
wish to turn right to not have to wait in a long line and back up traffic even further. 

That said, all of these costly incremental patchwork of changes are not addressing the real 
issue. That is—it’s just driving more and more traffic onto the side streets and now they are 
feeling the brunt of the "experiment” on Venice Blvd. There are at least four schools off Venice 
Blvd. and parents with kids and groceries are not going to ride bikes. I hope the DOT really 
listened to the concerns you heard from the people who live here. Regrettably I have to deal 
with this mess on Venice almost daily as I get my mail there. I use to be a regular customer at 
Dick's hardware on Venice. They have a small parking lot in the back that's difficult to back out 
of and so I use to park on the street and load my car with supplies. With bikes now riding 
between the curb and cars I have no place to put my supplies while I load my trunk. So I don’t go 
there anymore and I told them why—they have other customers they've lost because of that. I 
now use Lincoln Hardware even though it's further and out of my way. Other businesses are 
dying a slow death. 

The road diet with its "hidden" (Not protected!) bike lanes has had a domino effect of unintended 
consequences. 

What is the end date of this one year pilot project?

Didn't we just fight Santa Monica to close their 
airport because of the pollution and noise in our residential neighborhoods! These drivers in the 
that photo are habitual cut-through motorists and will not return to Venice Blvd and will continue 
to infiltrate small residential streets until they can see green lines on their phone apps that Venice 
Blvd is drive-able once again. 

The way for this to happen is to make Venice Blvd. the path of lease resistance, take the pressure 
off the small neighborhood street and make the ' Hidden (Not Protected) bike path visible again 
and bring back Venice Blvd. to it's full flowing capacity.

Cozette Vergari - CDll's Neighborhood Leader 

During Women's History Month, each member of the Los 
Angeles City Council honors a "Pioneer Woman of the Year." 
The longtime tradition allows the City to spotlight women 
leaders who make a significant impact in our neighborhoods. 

This year, the event's organizers asked councllmembers to 
honor people who made an impact on homelessness, human 
trafficking, and domestic violence. Our district has a hero 
who was worked on all three issues: Cozette Vergari. 

There are few folks in the service-oriented community of 
Westchester/Playa who don't know Cozette. She has served 
in leadership roles in many civic organizations, including the 
Westchester Rotary Foundation Board of 
Trustees, Westchester/Playa Neighborhood Council, LAX 
Coastal Area Chamber of Commerce Board of Directors, 
Airport Marina Counseling Service Board of Directors and the 
University of West Los Angeles School of Law Board of 
Trustees. Cozette established her own law firm in 1996 while 
volunteering for the Los Angeles Superior Court Domestic 
Violence Project as a pro bono attorney for victims of 
domestic violence. She serves as Chief Financial Officer for 
1736 Family Crisis Center, which provides housing for 
homeless and at-risk youth. And, as Rotary International 
District 5280 Governor for the Los Angeles region for 2017- 
18, Cozette is leading the organization's Human Trafficking 
Initiative. 

Find out more about Cozette and her inspiring work in the 
interview below. 

Q: What experience in your life or role model in your 

life motivated you to give back to Westchester? 

A: "I credit my parents (William and Gladys Chattin), two of my teachers (Roy Hefner at Orville Wright and Grace Kweller at 
Westchester H.S), and my two sons (Chase Vergari, raised in Westchester and now a lawyer, and Ryan Vergari, also raised in 
Westchester and now a CPA) for molding me into the person I am. They and life's experiences led me to give back to my 
community of Westchester. My parents built their home in Westchester before there were paved streets and any other houses 
around them. Though I left for 17 years, I was drawn back to raise my children in the "small" town of Westchester. It is 
unique in its geography, which I do not need to explain to you, in that it is truly a village in and of itself. I feel very blessed in 
my lifelong journey, not without challenges, in being where 1 am today and having the opportunities to give back. 

Q: When did you start the Rotary International District 5280 Human Trafficking Initiative? 

A: "The Rotary International District 5280 Human Trafficking is a work in progress that began in mid-2017. I co-chaired a 
forum at LMU in March of 2017, in which Councilmember Bonin participated. The focus was the issue of child sex trafficking, 
with the goals of raising awareness and creating a coalition amongst Rotarians and law enforcement, elected officials, non¬ 
profits assisting victims and the court system dealing with these same victims. All of these groups were involved with the 
forum at LMU. Since the forum, I have been meeting and working with individuals and groups, to assess the needs and how 
Rotary can help make a difference. With the blessing of Rotary International, Homeland Security, CAST and others, we are 
developing the documentation and structure to implement this program this year. Also, in collaboration with these and^others, 
we have expanded the scope to include all human trafficking, children and adults enslaved in labor and sex trafficking." 

Q: What is your proudest accomplishment to date in your lengthy, successful career of service? 

A- *1 chose when I was making a career change in my mid-forties, to attend law school. I was motivated by Gil Garcetti, who 
had announced the creation of the Domestic Violence Unit and the Sex Abuse Crimes Unit. I was always incensed by such 
crimes against humanity. After graduating from Law School, I volunteered to do pro bono work in the Los Angeles Superior 
Court Domestic Violence Project. My proudest accomplishment is coming full circle through Rotary, which, as an organization 
on a world scale, has now embraced these issues, and being able to join with other Rotarians who are deeply motivated to 
make a difference in this arena. I choose the word "arena" purposely. These children and adults, in our own backyard, are 
battling every day, while others profit from the brutality they are suffering. I have over 300 Rotarians willing to assist, once 
we launch the initiative." 

Q: What would you say to people who want to get involved and give back but don't know where to start? 

A: "There are so many opportunities to give back. As a Rotarian, of course, I suggest an easy place to start is Rotary. We 
have approximately 70 Rotary Clubs in Los Angeles County, meeting at different times and geographic locations. Within our 
area, there are many non-profits supporting our communities. We give back in many, many ways to our local communities. 
The Councilmember '5 office, IAX Coastal Area Chamber of Commerce, Hometown News, Argonaut, Social Media and just 
searching "community service" online can lead one to an abundance of opportunities.' 




Q: How can people in our district support your work? „ .. 

A: "We plan to launch a website this summer for the Rotary International District 5280 Human Trafficking. In the meantime, 
if they are interested in the Rotary International District 5280 Human Trafficking Initiative, they can contact me to add their 
contact information to our developing database and pool of volunteers at Cozetle5280RoIary@gmail.com. They need not be a 
Rotarian to volunteer nor to receive information on this issue." 
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Thousands of students throughout the Westside joined a growing and inspiring national youth movement pushing for gun 
control legislation last month. The students held a series of campus walk-outs on March 14, commemorating the lives lost in 
the Parkland, Florida shooting, and they marched in remarkable numbers in the March 24 March for Our Lives. 


Mike was honored to join more than 3,000 students at Palisades Charter High School and to accept their invitation to speak 
at the rally. Like so many of us, Mike is awed by the power, energy, and determination of this inspiring generation. 


Neighbors Weigh in on Mar Vista's Venice Boulevard Great Streets Project 
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Since installation began last May, the Great Streets project has been turning Venice Boulevard in Mar vista into the "small 
town downtown" neighbors have been clamoring for. As promised at the outset of the pilot program, Mike has urged the 
Department of Transportation to actively seek input and ideas throughout the pilot project and make improvements to the 
street as more feedback and data has been made available. 


To date, new striping and signs have made right turns on the street safer, a second left-turn lane has helped improve the flow 
of traffic at Venice Boulevard and Centinela Avenue, green paint has helped identify areas where bike and vehicle lanes 
overlap, and new transponders have been installed on nearby fire trucks and ambulances to improve response times during 
an emergency. All of these improvements came at the suggestion and request of neighbors, and on March 14, L4DOT hosted 
another open house to present additional information on the pilot project and to seek further input about how we can make 
this project even better. Scores of people turned out for the o pen house , where neighbors offered feedback about the changes. 
Mike attended the open house, meeting with residents and listening to their ideas about how to improve the pilot project.

The school enjoys a special collaboration with Loyola Marymount University, strengthening its 
curriculum emphasis on science, math, and technology. In its first year of operation, the school currently serves 6th and 7th 
grades, but is growing and will serve 8th-grade students next year.

PVJOBS is a nonprofit corporation that was formed in 1998 to fulfill a Los Angeles City Council 
mandate to provide at-risk residents with construction job opportunities at the Playa Vista development site. 


Todav PVJOBS maintains contracts with numerous development projects throughout greater Los Angeles and works with 
more than 120 collaborating nonprofits, filling more than 8,000 construction-related positions with people who were formerly 
incarcerated or suffered other employment barriers. A March 29 reception at the Resort at Playa Vista honored Ernest M. 
Roberts who served as the executive director of PVJOBS until his December 2017 retirement. Thank you to PVJOBS for 
providing vulnerable communities with opportunities to grow and contribute and participate in the local economy. 



Earlier last month, Chief Armando Hogan of the Los Angeles Fire Department was promoted to the rank of Deputy Chief for 
the i.AFD Operaiiors-West Bureau, which covers almost all of the 11th District. 


Chief Hoqan is known for being accessible and responsive, as well as intimately familiar with the needs of our district. The 
Chief brings more than 34 years of operational experience to the position, and Chief Hogan is a strong leader innovator and 
problem solver, with a demonstrated ability to build effective public and private sector coalitions. He developed and 
implemented the acclaimed "Truck Top Training" curriculum at LAX, which is now a core component of the emergency 
preparedness training program for Los Angeles World Airports employees, tenants and contractors. These ongoing training 
exercises have significantly improved the airport's ability to prepare for, respond to, and recover from a myriad of potential 
incidents. These ongoing training exercises became a top priority for Mike in the wake of the tragic November 1, 2013, active 
shooter incident in Terminal 3, and Chief Hogan was the ideal person to take on this role.

Mike Condemns DA Decision in Killing of Brendon Glenn 




Last month, District Attorney Jackie Lacey announced she would not prosecute the LAPD officer who fatally shot Brendon Glenn 
on May 5, 2015, a block from Venice Beach. Mike disagreed strongly with that decision and issued the following statement: 


"The District Attorney's decision not to file charges in the shooting death of Brendon Glenn is baffling, disturbing, and — by 
any common sense standard — wrong. 

'’The LAPD's own investigation found the shooting unjustified. The civilian Police Commission found the shooting unjustified. 
The officer's own partner told investigators he did not understand why the officer opened fire. Police Chief Charlie Beck took 
the extraordinary step of recommending the DA file criminal charges. 

"Justice cannot be served if justice is not sought. A jury should have heard this case, seen the videotape, weighed the 
evidence and been given the opportunity to render a verdict."

Mike Asks Metro to Step Up to Help Solve Homelessness in LA 


through Proposition HHH. 

Last month, Mike wrote to all our neighborhood councils, appealing for help creating solutions in each neighborhood of the 
district He wrote that "No neighborhood or corner of Los Angeles is immune to this crisis. Tens of thousands of people 
our streets. Encampments made of tents and cardboard boxes line our sidewalks. Homelessness is in our parks, outsideour 
schools, and right outside our front doors. Solving this crisis will require the cooperative commitment and leadership of eve y 
neighborhood in Los Angeles. 

"I am confident that the people and the neighborhoods of the 11th District are eager to be part of the solution. Every day I 
hear from residents who demand urgent and immediate action. Everywhere I go, people express a willingness to help solve 
the problem. 

"There is no easy solution. We need the supportive housing voters approved with Proposition HHH in 2016. But supportive 
housing can take years to build and provides no immediate end to the sidewalk encampments that we see in almost every 
corner of our city. We need a range of quicker, nimbler, and less costly solutions, which I have championed such as rapid 
rehousing, master leasing, motel conversions, shared housing, family reunification, and more. We need to do all of it. 

"The City and the County of Los Angeles have various resources to help, such as city funds for acquisition and capital 
improvements to create housing capacity, county funds to provide services and programs, and the use of the government- 
owned property for housing and services. I am asking for your Neighborhood Council s help to identify where in your 
community we can put these resources to use. We are seeking locations that would be appropriate for supportive housing, for 
immediate bridge housing or shelter, and for safe parking/

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Lincoln Bridge Widening Proposals Presented by Caltrans 



Caltrans is proposing to address a major bottleneck on Lincoln Boulevard between Venice and Playa Vista in order to make 
the street safer for people walking and biking. 

On March 28, the state agency hosted a community meeting at the Westchester Municipal Building to discuss plans for 
widening Lincoln Boulevard between Jefferson Boulevard in Playa Vista and Fiji Way in Marina del Rey. The project, still in its 
early development stages, would include widening the Lincoln Boulevard bridge over Ballona Creek and reconstructing the 
Culver Boulevard bridge over Lincoln. The project would add a third southbound traffic lane, sidewalks, and bike lanes along 
Lincoln, connecting a key gap in the Westside bike network, and the project would additionally reserve the right-of-way for a 
future rapid transit project. Caltrans presented two alternatives for community input: one would realign Lincoln slightly to the 
east, while the other would maintain the current alignment and widen the bridge on both sides. 

The scoping period to submit public comments is open until April 16th. Stakeholders are encouraged to submit questions here . 
After input is gathered, Caltrans will prepare a Draft Environmental Impact Report for the project, which is anticipated to be 
released in 2020. Caltrans will spend the next two years further developing the project idea, incorporating comments 
received during the scoping period, analyzing potential environmental impacts, and proposing mitigation measures. During 
that time, Mike will work with stakeholders to advocate for an environmentally friendly project that eases congestion and 
addresses traffic safety for everyone who travels on Lincoln Boulevard — while protecting nearby sensitive habitats. 


More ODen Streets Events to Come to Los Angeles 



A few times a year, streets in neighborhoods around Los Angeles are made available for everyone to enjoy, and people come 
out to bike, walk, skate and enjoy their neighborhoods in a new way. CicLAvia, as the event is known, had now come to the 
Westside three times before, and thanks to a recent vote by the Metro board, more CicLAvia events could be on the way 
throughout Los Angeles County. 







On March 22, Mike and the Metro board voted to continue Metro's funding for CicLAvia to enable future events on the Westside 
and around the county. CicLAvia events are a great celebration of our neighborhoods.

Go Metro for Mother Earth 
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Bird scooters - motorized, dockless scooters - have begun appearing in Venice and other parts of Los Angeles in recent 
months, causing both excitement and concerns from constituents. While some residents have expressed support for this new 
transportation alternative, saying it makes it easier to get to the Expo Line or make quick trips in the neighborhood without 
getting in their car, other neighbors have expressed concerns about scooters being ridden on sidewalks or blocking access for 

people in wheelchairs. 


On March 20th, the Pit y r.nupril directed LADOT to develop rules for new ’’dockless" bikes and scooters. These rules will help 
regulate how and where these new devices can operate and help make sure that these new mobility options are provided 
safely and in harmony with our neighborhoods. 


Vision Zero Makes Progress at City Hall 



Faced with a traffic safety crisis that has become a public health epidemic, the City of Los Angeles remains committed to its 
Vision Zero program, designed to eliminate traffic fatalities by 2025. 


Last month, the City Council endorsed LADOTs 2018 Vision Zero Action Plan , which identifies concrete steps the City will take 
this year to’reduce traffic deaths. This Action Plan includes a renewed focus on "Safe Routes to School" program and 
introduces new "Safe Routes for Seniors" program. The two programs are designed to protect two populations most 
vulnerable to serious traffic injuries or fatalities.The action plan also recommits the City to installing proven safety measures, 
such as enhanced crosswalks, new traffic signals, and better intersection design. Mike also led the charge to increase speed 
enforcement and update speed limits to be consistent with state law, allowing LAPD to use radar enforcement on all of the 
most danaerous streets in Los Angeles. LAPD West Traffic Division conducts routine safety operations multiple times per 
month thanks^o dedicated Vision Zero enforcement funding in the City budget. There Is a lot of work left to do to make our 
streets safe for everyone who uses them, but Mike is optimistic that the 2018 Action Plan will move us in the right direction. 







As chair of the LA Metro Passenger Experience Committee, Mike has been pushing hard to get transit officials to expand and 
dramatically improve bus service. Buses are the backbone of the Los Angeles County transit system, and service needs big 
upgrades. LA Metro has released a video explaining and promoting its NextGen Bus Study, which will help Metro determine how 
to design a system that better reflects the need of its passengers. You can see the video hsifi.

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Mike Backs Community in Opposition to Legado Project 



Mike is standing firm with neighbors who are objecting to the size and scope of the proposed Leg ado * 38 Pro j ect in lower Playa 
del Rey. 

Last month, neighbors in Playa del Rey were dismayed to receive a letter indicating that the Planning Department would allow 
the proposed Legado 138 Project - a 72-unit mixed-use project with retail space - to move forward, even though the project 
does not comply with community plans for the area. Mike believes the Planning Department's decision is wrong and flies in 
the face of the Playa del Rey Community Plan and the Del Rey Lagoon Specific Plan. While there is likely some sort of project 
that Mike and the community would support at this location, including much-needed housing, this project is not it. It is simply 
too tall and out of character with the small town beach community feel of Playa del Rey. Mike's staff has been working closely 
with community leaders to challenge this decision. 


Home-Sharing Ordinance Will Go Back to the Planning Land Use Management Committee 



Proposed new regulations for short-term rentals are still undergoing additional analysis and refinement before returning to 
the council's Planning and Land Use Committee for a vote, 


Last month, the Department of City Planning released a follow-up report responding to additional policy considerations raised 
by the PLUM Committee. The re port contains information about a general framework to allow qualified hosts to participate in 
home sharing above the Citywide cap including a potential review process, enhanced fines, and additional staffing resources. 
The report also contains information regarding pass-through fees to cover implementation and enforcement as well as other 
information about administration of the ordinance.

Community Input Sought for Supportive Housing Proposal in Oxford Triangle 



Thomas Safran Associates (TSA), the developer granted an opportunity to propose affordable and supportive housing 
development at the city-owned former Thatcher Yard property in the Oxford Triangle neighborhood of Venice, is seeking 
community input on their proposal. 


On March 19 TSA met with roughly 45 Oxford Triangle neighbors, listening to their input and answering their questions about 
the proposal.'In response to community requests, TSA agreed to increase the distance between the sidewalk and the building 
on Oxford Avenue and Princeton Drive, increase the number of parking spaces in the proposal to 86 (from 64) and to 
redesign the buildings to better fit the character of the surrounding residential community. The redesigned project is fully 
compliant with transitional height requirement of the Oxford Triangle Specific Plan. Once they have incorporated more input, 
TSA will then submit its formal application with the city for review, and the proposal will go through a full public process 
(including meetings at the Venice Neighborhood Council, the City Council, and likely the Coastal Commission). 



from a lawsuit and from the California Coastal Commission. 

The lawsuit and Commission itself insist the City needs permission from the coastal agency to Impose a curfew. Without 
conceding its rights, the City has filed an application with the commission to maintain its existing curfew. That application is 
currently pending before the California Coastal Commission and is expected to be heard at the Commission's August meeting 
scheduled for August 8-10, 2018. The meeting location is not yet set but will be in the Commission's South Coast region, 
which includes Los Angeles. Make sure to check the Coastal Commission's website to find out where the meeting will be held, so 


you can voice your opinion to the Coastal Commission. At the same time, the City is engaged in settlement talks over the 
lawsuit - and that settlement could see some changes in curfew rules at Venice Beach. 




Neighbors affected by the Skirball Fire will see additional support and aid from the City, thanks to an emergency declaration 
by Mayor Garcetti and a vote by the City Council to extend the funding associated with the declaration. 


The Council’s March 27 vote to extend the Mayor’s emer g ency declaration will make available more aid for those affected by the 
December 2017 wildfire, which burned 475 acres in the area adjacent to the 405 freeway between the San Fernando Valley and 
West Los Angeles, near the Skirball Cultural Center and the Getty Center. 


Mike Opposes SB-827, Continues to Call for Immediate Local Housing Solutions 



Senate Bill 827 - Zoning Near High-Quality Transit 
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LAPD continues to heed Mike's call for better, more proactive, communitv-friendj y_ policin g, and the department has added even 
more patrol officers to neighborhoods around Los Angeles, including the Westside. LAPD announced earlier this year that the 
department is moving 350 officers previously assigned to other tasks back to patrol duty. In January, our district saw 12 new 
officers added to patrol beats, and in mid-March, LAPD assigned another dozen officers to the Westside. 


_ SUMMARY _ 
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The City Council voted unanimously on March 27 to oppose SB-627 * a state bill that Mike believes would decimate local 
control over land use and zoning. At the Council meeting, Mike called the bill a dramatic overreach and an attempt to get 
cities to approve much-needed housing. Mike and his colleagues felt SB-827 would run roughshod over neighborhoods and 
put gentrification on steroids. That's why the bill is opposed by a huge and broad coalition of groups, including the Sierra 
Club, the Coalition for Economic Survival, ACT LA: Alliance for Community Transit Los Angeles, Investing in Place, Move LA, 
L.A. Voice, Community Coalition and many, many others. 


Mike said before the vote to oppose SB-827 that "this is a bad bill - and our current system of spot zoning, real estate 
speculation, gentrification, and escalating rents is hardly better. At the state level, we need Sacramento to reform the Ellis 
Act and repeal the Costa-hawkins Act. At the local level, we need inclusionary zoning, more tenant protections, and updated 
community plans that make room for our population and our inevitable population growth. Until we seriously address our 
housing crisis - especially our affordable housing crisis - Sacramento will continue to try to take away local control. If you 
care about this bill, please contact your state legislators: http://ww^ r legislature.ca 8 goy/. 


Even More Cops Come to the Westside 



LAPD has also launched a study that Mike requested, which Is needed to redraw the boundaries of the department's "basic 
car" areas, served by senior lead officers. That study could result in more senior lead officers and more neighborhood 
patrols. 



When Los Angeles Police Chief Charlie Beck announced that he would retire in June, the City kicked off a search for his 
successor. That search has included a series of Police Commission listening sessions in neighborhoods throughout Los 
Angeles, and on March 6, Mike and his colleagues had the opportunity to share their thoughts about the search for the next 
Chief with Steve Soboroff and Matt Johnson of the Police Commission. During the meeting, Mike encouraged commissioners 
to select a chief who would prioritize increased neighborhood patrols, who would increase efficiency through better use of 
technology, and who would aggressively continue to reform the department and improve relationships with all of our City's 
neighborhoods. The Police Commission hopes to finish evaluating the candidates and is planning on offering their top three 
suggestions to Mayor Eric Garcetti in early June.

Dear Councilmember Bonin, 

I write to you in despair, urging you to reject an increase in funding Vision Zero LA. 

Case in point: the civic experiment in reducing lanes on Venice Boulevard is a failure. 

I understand: there were good motives. But a good policeman stationed periodically and randomly at the comer of Venice 
and Centinela, or Venice and Grandview, would far better resolve speeding issues and could reduce pedestrian deaths or 
injuries from accidents by careless drivers. There is, sadly, no panacea that will solve all traffic issues. 

What has occurred as a result of this unfortunate imposition of lane reductions: anger, confusion, road rage, avoidance, 
neighborhood rancor, local business losses (some catastrophic), and traffic displacement. Neighborhood streets such as 
Palms, Chamock, Victoria, Keeshen Drive, and Grandview are being used to dodge the backup that is now seldom 
unavoidable on Venice. Except for some areas of Palms, these are predominantly two-lane residential streets. On 
numerous occasions I have seen cars seeking to make time on these streets by illegally crossing into the other 
(oncoming) lane and dodging around cars going the speed limit. I understand the frustration, but this kind of behavior only 
worsens the problems. 

Yet nothing has been done to restore the lanes. 

The entire Venice Boulevard lane reduction matter is a solution in search of a problem. As the saying goes, “If it's not 
broke, don't fix it."

Dear Mr. Bonin, 

I am having a tremendous amount of issues with this new trash service the city began in October 2017. Please take a 
moment to read this email thread from the bottom up . The issues that occur on a daily basis from multifamily owners are 
growing and my concerns are growing. With each passing day the trash haulers become more authoritarian and 
disruptive to the daily workings of managing multifamily apartments. It was bad enough to force the owners to pay a 
300% increase in their trash service. But on top of that we now receive service almost as bad as a third world country. 
Their are constant missed pickups for various reasons that i have outlined below. The drivers now go thru each trash can 
before picking it up to make sure it meets with Athens expectations. And if it does not they will either not pick it up, post a 
notice on the can or send you an extra fee after they pick up the trash.. Since when did Athens become the trash 
police?? Sounds funny but that is how it is now. 

Where are we actually supposed to dump the waste that is generated thru normal everyday apartment maintenance? For 
example , if we need to fix a floor and have to remove concrete to fix a pipe are we now expected to call a separate 
vendor to pick up the concrete or the drywall that we had to remove to maintain the apartment or house? Is there 
supposed to be a third trash can now for building materials and green waste? We now have two large 3-4 yard 
containers at all properties which were not designed for such large containers . Are we supposed to accommodate a third 
and fourth container for green waste and building material waste? We are now told we cannot put building materials in 
the trash containers? How am i supposed to run a business if i cannot replace broken lighting, damaged drywall, 
damaged cabinets or fix anything in an apartment for a tenant if i have to call a separate waste hauler to get rid of the 
materials on a moments notice.. Athens blames the city and the city blames Athens waste haulers. 

The employees at Athens tell us we now are charged for everything as an extra. It is a menu of extras that we did not 
order but are forced to accept. They are making millions of dollars extra and so is the city at the expense of the owners of 
the property and the apartment dwellers in the name of recycling. I think recycling is a great idea but at what expense to 
your citizens?? Are you expecting the owners to continue to take the abuse from the waste haulers and the overbilling. 

My company along with a few of my friends control thousands of units in the West Los Angeles, Palms and Mar Vista 
area. 

Since the implementation of this new program the service has gotten worse, the fees have jumped close to 250-300%, 

We now have a separate person to deal with the trash companies because they do not pick up regularly, overbill us at 
every corner, force us to go around the different buildings and smash the trash down so the lid closes, pick up trash 
around the can because tenants cant put their trash in the can due to overfilling , and the list continues. Is this really 
fair? Is the most important issue at hand to recycle ? But at what expense to the people?? 

The idea in and of itself is really good but where does it stop with these waste haulers and the city?? Please help me to 
help my tenants so that we can maintain the units in a good and sanitary order. Are you aware that when they do not pick 
up the trash you have health issues with trash all over the alley or in the garage? Have you bothered to drive down some 





alleys where Athens is picking up the trash to actually see what they do. Is Athens allowed to operate in a vacuum and 
to bill us for every little thing that they do not like? 


Can you believe if a tenant puts a box in the black can and the lid of the can is raised up by a foot, that creates 
an extra charge to the owner?? Or because the waste hauler has to push a button on a remote control to open a 
gate that is a $25.00 charge on top of the inflated fees that are already instituted ? 

Hey Mike, how about Athens Waste charging me extra because they say the rubbish can was overfilled due to 
someone put a couch in the trashcan, then people put their trash on top which caused the lid to be raised up 
thereby it looks like the can is overfilled. Extra Charge. How about when a homeless person goes thru the can 
and leaves the lid up ??or puts Poop in the trash= extra charge. 

The list is endless. Does the city council really care about this awful situation?? We are not just talking about 
money here. 

If you have any interest to actually see what these waste haulers are doing please contact me and i will be happy 
to fill you in about what is actually happening because i have complained to every single person who will listen 
and it seems like no one cares. 

Do you care about waste, mosquitoes , vermin, rats, flies, roaches in the units because the vendors make 
excuses and do not pick up the trash or even clean up the area when they see the trash.? 

I need a solution to this new crisis. My next step is to go to the media for help. I am sure once the media get a 
hold of all of this they will help us. 

Thank you for reading this letter. I am sick and tired of wasting all my valuable time trying to find someone to 
listen to what happened since the city decided in their wisdom to take over the trash.

Good morning Dr. Nolan, 


You have a legitimate concern with regards to how to dispose of small amounts of construction 
materials, we are working on a solution to accommodate our customers with these small projects 

I believe we discussed this when we first started working together. I explained at that time, that 
you could not dispose of construction materials in your trash or recycling bins. I believe I 
suggested using a temporary bin company that provides small bins for construction debris. 

Construction debris are not part of the waste and recycling stream services that are provided 
under this contract. Although constructions debris are recyclable, they need to go to a different 
facility for processing. 



The goal of the recycLA program and state passed legislation is to eliminate waste from going to 
the landfill, when construction debris are placed in the trash container this is where it goes, 
effecting our overall diversion rate, which the waste haulers pays for, not only in disposal but other 
aspects of the contract. Therefore, this cost is passed on to the customer to whom the waste 
belongs to. Again, I will follow-up with you as we are pushing to come up with a solution for our 
customers on how to dispose of this material in small quantities. Large quantities can be disposed 
of in a 10yd, 20yd or 40yd container, we can assist with this service. 

Please understand the rules of this contract is to drive the people of Los Angeles to recycle, 
change our culture in regards to how we dispose of our waste.

Honorable Councilmembers, 

I live in Venice, and I support Exposition Corridor Transit Neighborhood Plan (ECTNP) Proposed Plan ONLY as 
presented by the Planning Department in October 2017. 

i OPPOSE the modifications made to the Exposition Plan by the City Planning Commission in November 2017. 

The CPC modifications include further massive upzoning of Pico Boulevard between Sepulveda and Overland (Plan Sub- 
Area 26) in addition to the upzoning of a 9-acre parcel of land at Pico and Overland (Plan Sub-Area 11), which was 
already included in the October 2017 proposed plan. The CPC also recommended upzoning of R 2.1 properties on 
Exposition Boulevard (Plan Sub-Area 25). 

I oppose the CPC modifications because: 

1) The modifications were added at the last minute and they contradict the City Planning Department’s recommendations 
(the Proposed Plan dated October 2017), which were based on four years of careful research, study and significant 
community engagement. 

2) They ignore input from the residential and business stakeholders that was a result of numerous community meetings 
that yielded hundreds of comments, letters and petition signatures. Simply put, they undermine a democratic process. 

3) We do not have the capacity to absorb the massive amount of density and development these modifications warrant. 
From first responders, to aging water and gas infrastructure and no plans to mitigate traffic. 

4) As an environmentalist, I agree with the Sierra Club, and the letter they submitted to the council file. That letter can be 
read here: bit.ly/2tq4CVU. I believe that a plan for density should be done with greater respect to the human and natural 
environment than does the current version of the ECTNP. We must require truly affordable housing in our neighborhoods, 
and we should do it in a meaningful way, a mandate of 25% of all new multi-family units is reasonable. Also, as much as I 
advocate for public transit, the fact is that we have a long way to go, and while we build it, we must meet a mandatory 
minimum parking requirement; creating a crisis will not solve an existing problem. And, we must have better mitigations to 
address air quality during and after construction. 

5) The fact that most of these modifications were a result of a less than transparent process and done after Abundant 
Housing L.A. lobbied for an ECTNP that could result in potential profits for their leadership, as they are in the Real Estate 
business, at the expense of the environment and our community. 

6) We must impose a vacancy tax to ensure luxury housing is not being built solely for investors to park assets. Housing 
in Los Angeles must be for Angelenos. 

7) Perhaps most importantly: The modifications are NOT justified. The Planning Department’s Proposed Plan (October 
2017) met all the objectives of the ECTNP and exceeded all housing and jobs goals by many thousands each. 

I, therefore, urge you to vote to remove the CPC modifications, including Sub-Areas 25 and 26, from the ECTNP.

! am requesting that there be public hearings for the Planning Case #DIR-2018-917-CDO-WDI, Environmental Case it 
ENV 2018-918-EAF. The project is at 2454 Lincoln Blvd. in Venice. The developer is proposing a 10 story , 77 unit mixed 
use project which includes 8 extremely low income units. 

The Lincoln CDO, which I worked on with members of the community, says that projects should be in harmony with the 
surrounding neighborhoods. Working on the CDO, we intended to have both sides of Lincoln work as a neighborhood, 
pedestrian street. The Q conditions for the east side of Lincoln are 45 feet. The west is lower. The developer wants to 
build a precedent setting mega-project. This huge project will block breezes, create traffic nightmares, etc. for neighbors 
east of Lincoln. In that area Lincoln is already a traffic nightmare and the buses are caught in the same traffic as 
everyone else. Dedicated bus lanes need to exist before further development is unleashed on our community. Parking 
behind in the alley will further aggravate traffic problems. Ten stories on Lincoln is out of scale and character with the 
existing buildings on Lincoln and the adjacent neighborhoods 

In 2003, the community held a workshop, with planners, and architects leading an envisioning process for the future of 
Lincoln Blvd in Venice. Over 150 residents spent the entire day working on this. The result was a vision of Lincoln with 3 
story (at most) pedestrian friendly buildings along Lincoln, smart crosswalks, and landscaping. The CDO grew directly 
out of this workshop with enthusiastic support from the planning commission and the council office, as well as the 
community. The document "Envision Venice" that discussing the workshop is available if you want it. 

This project is in direct opposition to the community vision for Lincoln. The developer wants to take some of the street 
dedication for his project. The purpose of street dedications is to improve traffic flow on Lincoln by widening it and making 
various changes such as additional lanes, parking, etc., over time, with each new development contributing. This 
developer also wants to include this "give-away" as part of the overall FAR. This is actually obscene. 

We do not have all the facts as to what the developer is entitled too, but I am sure the developer is asking for more than is 
allowable, or in concert with the community concerns, as stated in the CDO and the Venice Community Plan. 

The community has the right to weigh in on such a monumental project, that if built without many modifications, would 
change the nature of Lincoln forever. 

Please keep me updated on this project.
